That 
may involve, for Jews. serious and regrettable consequences, 
but we are convinced it is the only method whereby Zionism 
can assert itself with all its drawbacks and all its limitations, 
as the greatest movement among the Jewish People during 
the past twenty centuries. Unhappily, the movement recently 
entwined itself with an element more depressing to its ideals 
than anything the Mandatory Power has left undone, or is likely 
to do. It took into its bosom a number of fellow-Jews opposed to 
national ideas and to the policy laid down at the First Zionist 
Congress, by which the movement is supposed to have abided 
ever since.

“sible, As regards subnormal boys, the old Rabbinic judgment that 
people were exempt (99%) from the obligations of the law seemed 
‘in to hold good. These cases were peculiarly difficult to help and took 
wholly disproportionate amount of time and trouble before they were 
actorily placed. On the other hand, those that came to them of this 
represented very often the failures of other agencies, and the help given 
em was not the least valuable, thouc! it was by far the least showy 
of the Industrial Committee’s work.

CALENDAR REFORM. 
“Toe BLANK DAY DEVICE IN PROPOSED PLANS FOR CALENDAR 


Rerorm,” by Rabbi Dr. Moses Hyamson, is © Memorandum prepared 
on behalf of the American League for Safeguarding the Fixity of 
the Sabbath, for submission to the League of Nations. This 
document proves beyond question that the Blank Day device will 
secularise the Sabbath: that it will have a demoralising influence 
on the people, and inflict hardships on those who will staunchly 
continue to observe the Sabbath as the day hallowed by long 
usage and tradition. Any reform of the calendar involving «a 
blank day will therefore be unacceptable to the sixteen 
million Jews of the world. For business purposes, auxiliary 
calendars are available, which can be introduced without legislation. 
Moreover, the essential aims of the proposed schemes of simplifica- 
tion can be achieved without the device of a blank day. A solemn 
protest is therefore made against any change in the existing 
calendar, which, by use of a blank day, will destroy the existing and 
immemorially fixed periodicity of the Sabbath—the holiest and most 
hallowing institution for Jew, Christian and Moslem; and the 
League of Nations is requested not to recommend any change in the 
calendar, the effect of which would be to interrupt the continuity of 
the week and thus destroy the fixity of the Sabbath in its definite 
day in the week. This Memorandum represents in a dignified and 
worthy manner the American-Jewish contribution to the protests of 
world Jewry now being presented at Geneva. 


WARS AND RUMOURS OF WARS. 
* Pinsupski: THE MEMORIES OF A POLISH REVOLUTIONARY 


AND SoLprern” (Faber-and Faber, 21s.), has been translated and edited 


by Mr. PD. R. Gillie, the Foreign Correspondent of THE MORNING 
Post. The book consists of annotated selections from Marsbal 
Pilsudski'’s books, articles, speeches, correspondence and military 
documents during the years 1903-1929; while the translator has 
supplied additional notes, maps and illustrations. Born near Wilno 
in 1867, Joseph Pilsudski inherited from his mother the vision of an 
independent Poland that should be freed from the dominion of 
tussia, Prussia and Austria. He describes here the brutal tyranny of 
the Tsarist régime and his own activities as a Polish Socialist and 
revolutionary, which caused him to be exiled to Siberia and later 
imprisoned in the Warsaw citadel. Before and during the World War 


he led the Polish militant and legionary organisations, in 1917-1918 
he was imprisoned by the Germans in Magdeburg, and since the re- 
birth of Poland he las been the Dictator of the country, He shows 


us how, prior to the War, his own'party, the Polish Socialist Party, 
and the Jewish organisation known as the Bund, worked along 
parallel lines for national and social freedom. We read that the 
Tsar's police force “spared the well-dressed public, troubled those 
of moderate means, bullied the peasants and the poor, and threw 
itself on the Jews like a hungry beast.” Marshal Pilsudski often 
writes feelingly of the horrors of militarism, but he does not always 
seem consistent. Writing of the year 1887, when be was a prisoner 
in Siberia, he says: “I could not look at a soldier, at a uniform 
even, with indifference; I felt my fists clench, and often if I closed 
my eyes I saw the whole horrible picture of an armed crowd of 
soldiers wildly attacking an unarmed handful of men collected in a 
corner.’ But thirty years later, as a Polish Field-Marshal, his tone 
is rather different: “Our soldiers are too kind-hearted to non- 
combatants. Whenl have watched our men either with prisoners or 
with civilians, I have always had the impression that our national 
character lacks ruthlessness. That may be attractive, but it is of 
damned little value in the world market of sacro cgoismo.’ Yet 
militarism is surely detestable, quite irrespective of its particular 
national brand; and one cannot forget that the liberation of Poland 
did not bring full freedom to her Jewish citizens.

No. 606.A Pulpit Synthesis. 


My Dear Cousin, 


The other day I came across a dictum of Schleiermacher on 
preaching. As he was himself a preacher of note (1768-1834) it 
arrested my attention. Schleiermacher said that a sermon is a 
synthesis of preacher, text and congregation. 

Since preaching has established itself as part of the Synagogue 
service, it is essential that such preaching as there is should be of 
the best. I wonder whether Scbhleiermacher’s opinion has been 
helpful towards this end. The synthesis is certainly worth thinking 
about. 

As for the preacher, three considerations enter into the 
problem--his call, his training and his personality. The best 
preacher, the one who would exercise the greatest influence, would 
be he who combined-in himself these three characteristics. There 
is no need to stress the importance of the call to bea preacher. For 
any work in life, ifaman feels a call, he may be assured of the 
greatest requisite for success im it. Yet even without the call,a 
preacher who possesses personality and has enjoyed the right kind 
of training may still be a But what is the right kind of 
training? A Jewish preacher must obviously be at home in Jewish 
literature, using that term in its widest connotation. Above all, 
he should be a master of the Bible, and at least of the Midrashic 
parts of the Talmud. But, in addition, he will need to have 
enjoyed the highest traiiiig not only in forming his own opinions, 
but also in those studies which help to enlarge the mind, and to 
undérstand -mddern problems. A University degree in Oriental 
Language, while useful in itself, is not necessarily the best prepara. 
tion for the Minister's calling. A course equivalent to what at 
Oxford is called ‘ Modern Greats’ seems to be much more suitable. 
Such a course should include a knowledge of philosophy, of history, 
and of economics. Unless a man has been thoroughly trained in 
these studies, he had leave the consideration of modern 
questions alone. There are some preachers who think they are 
being helpful when they retail ideas on modern affairs which have 
no depth in them, but are merely a re-hash of what appears in the 
popular press. | know of one pulpit orator who will discuss the 
theory of Trade Unions, the doctrines of Bolshevism, or the reasons 
for the outbreak of the Spanish Revolution, with a superficiality 


which makes one think of those who rush in where angels fear 
to tread.

A university degree is certainly a recommendation for « preacher. 
But some preachers seem to imagine that a University degree 
covers a multitude of faults. What is far more essential, what 
indeed is the gist of the matter, is the influence of personality. He 
would be a wise man who could satisfactorily define personality ; 
yet we all know tat in the long run personality moves the world. 
There are many preachers one is able to recall who beast of more 
than one university degree, yet who have so little personality that 
their influence is of no consequence. | am reminded of a wag who 
described a man of this calibre in two simple lines : 

In writing to you must not omit 
Rabbi, Professor, M.A. or D.Litt. 
Of another minister it is reported that, having himself received a 
University education at one of the older seats of learning in this 
country, he is so filled with satisfaction by the recollection of the 
fact, that involuntarily he refers to his University career, directly or 
indirectly, in almost all his sermons. He might suitably be 
reminded of Goethe's dictum : 
Setz’ dir Perriicken auf von millionen Locken, 
setz’ deinen Fuss auf ellenhohe Socken, 
Du bleibst doch immer, was du bist. 

The second element in Schleiermacher's synthesis is the text. 
In very many cases nowadays the preacher selecis a verse from the 
Bible, elaborates its meaning, and then proceeds to apply to modern 
life such lessons as he can extract from it. In the hands of a 
skilful preacher this method may prove not only interesting but 
iastructive. In the hands of any other preacher it usually tends to 
become farcical. The congregation loses interest in the preacher's 
message, and a certain restlessness soon becomes apparent among 
them. Would it not be better if preachers considered the possibilities 
of explaining the Bible to their audiences ? Only the other day, at a 
recent meeting of the British and Foreign Bible Society, it was 
deplored that the Bible was not read as once it used to be. In 
all probability there is a great deal of truth in the 
complaint, and if it holds good of the general community, it may be 
asserted that it is especially true of Anglo-Jewry. The people of the 
Book do not know their Book as they should, nor as they did in 
previous generations. A united effort on the part of preachers to 
popularise the Bible from the pulpit might succeed in making the 
Books of the Bible better known to Jews. 

If they adopted such a course, preachers would really be reviving 
an old practice which has played a predominant part in public 
service among Jews the world over. In olden days people did not 
content themselves with merely reading the Torah. The portions 
read were translated into the vernacular. It is a thousand pities 
that the ré‘e of Meturgemon has disappeared from synagogue 
services. M»isra preachers might well revive it. In adiition to 


other advantages, the elucidation of the Bible would have one j,, 
particular to commend it. It would afford material for instructio;, 
extending over vears. At present a preacher who has been long in 
office is bound to repeat himself. Only those who have few ., 
no thoughts imagine that ideas are endless in extent. In 1+), 
present state of affairs preachers quickly repeat themsely.. 
What more than repetition tires a congregation? But if (). 
Bible occupied the thoughts of the preacher and of the congr 
tion, the danger of repetition might be minimised, ij

Sermon for the Week.

| had rather be a doorkeeper in the house of my God than 
dvell in the tents of wickedness.” —DPsalm 10. 

The story of the rebellion of Korah and his company offers a 
wide field to the Midrashtc commentators. Despite the seriousness 
of the re bellion and of its consequences there appears lo have been 
something fascinating about the figure of its leader. He is said to 
have been the possessor of great riches, having discovered a treasure 
that had been hidden by Joseph when he ruled in Egypt. Korab 
and Haman, says the Midrash, were the two richest men in the 
world. Both perished because they had acquired their wealth by 
means unblessed of Heaven, and had put it to ignoble purposes. 
There is a contrast between the character of Moses the faithfuk 
servant of God and that of Korah, the rich rebel, well illustrated in 
the verse: “A faithful man shall abound in blessings. but he that 
maketh haste to be rich shall not be held guiltless.’ (Proverbs 
KxVill., ZO) 

in addition to the prestige that he acquires through his riches. 
Koral has a reputation also for his cleverness. He dares to display 
his wisdom and his wit against the lawgiver himself. He asks 
Moses Whether a Tallith made entirely of blue wool, needs “ fringes.” 
and whether a house filled with Books of the Law needs a Mezzuzah. 
\nswered in the affirmative, he protests against the apparent 
absurdity of Moses’s decisions. He inflames the minds of the 
people with exaggerated stories of the demands of the Mosaic law 
and of the heaviness of its burdens. He tells the story of a poor 
widow. who bas to give time and again of her scanty means to 
satisfy the rapacious demands of the priesthood. 
wisdom is not only exercised with these close criticisms of the 
Law itself. He possesses prophetical powers. It is his mis 
understanding of the import of his weird knowledge of the 
future that helps to bring about his downfall. Combined with 
his pride of riches is his pride of race. He is, like Moses and Aaron, 
a grandson of Kohath son of Levi. He resents the preferment given 
to the children of his uncle Amram. (ne of these, Moses, has made 
himself almost king over Israel, and has made his own brother 
Aaron, high priest. Surely he is entitled to some pride of place for 
himself, Further, his prophetical powers have told him that Moses’s 
children will inherit nothing of their father’s gifts, while his own 
descendants will become prophets and poets and singers in Isracl. 
llis outward claims are allfor the people. “~All thecongregation are 
allof them holy,and the Lordisin their midst.” But his real grievance 
is that he is personally dissatisfied with the position accorded 
to him by Moses on the Divine authority. Moses tells him of the 
possibilities of the sacred tasks that may still be his, and of 
the wickedness of an ambition that seeks for place and honours to 
which he has no title. ‘ Seemeth it a small thing to you that the 
God of Israel hath separated you from the congregation of Israel to 
bring you near unto Himself to do the service of the Tabernacle of 
the Lord .... but ye must seek the priesthood also.”

leads to disaster. Judgment is deferred to the morrow. ~ In the 
morning God will make known who are His, who are the holy, and 
will bring them near to Him.” Nothing is decided hastily. The 
rebels, thernselyes, have time to consider the wisdom or the peril 
of their rebellion. But in the morning they persist. “And the 
earth opened her mouth and swallowed them up. And there eame 
a fire from the Lord and consumed the two hundred and fifty men 
‘hat offered incense,” 

Perhaps the most remarkable part of the story is its sequel. 
horah’s prophetical powers ‘had told him truly, The sons of

In the quaint words of the Midrash, “ Korah and 
his fellows sank down into the pit, till Hannah, Samuel's mother, 
prayed for them, Through her prayer, Korah will ascend to 
Paradise.” The sons of Korah reappear as Levites in the later 
numbering of the people in the wilderness. (Numbers Xxv1., 05). 
They “ stood up to praise the Lord God of Israel with a loud voice 
ou high, when Jehosophat would have fought a great battle.

explain the allusion from here onwards to be to the whole Com- 
munity of Israel. They declare that Korah managed to win the 
sympathies of all the people so that they were on his side by the 
time the test was to take place. In support of this view is the fact 
that the text does not say WW here to correspond with SFY in 
verse 16. It also accounts for the intense anxiety of Moses and 
Aaron, as described in verse 22, that God’s anger should fall on the 
Instigator and not his dupes. They evidently feared the total 
extermination of the Community. 
~ The glory of the Lord appeared.” The purpose of this mani- 
festation will be understood when it is remembered that in xiv, 10, 
a Similar theophany is mentioned. On that occasion the people had 
revolted against Moses and Aaron after the report of the spies, and 
' the glory of the Lord appeared” to reassure their minds and induce 
them to renew their contidence in their leaders. So here, too, the 
Divine appearance was intended to save the rebels from the fate 
which they were bringing upon themsetves. It was a warning that 
God was on the side of Moses and Aaron, and those who disputed 
their leadership were against Him. More particularly it aimred at 
convincing the mass of the people that disaster would befall them 
if they allied themselves with Korah. 

Verse 21. “Separate yourselves.” Apparently the warning 
which was contained in the Divine manifestation was ineffective. 
The people had not dispersed and were still gathered around Korah. 
Therefore Moses and Aaron receive the command to stand apart so 
that the rest may be destroyed. We have, in fact, a repetition of 
the scene after the sin of the Golden Calf, and even the wording of 
the verse is reminiscent of what is narrated in Exodus xxxiii, 5. 

Verse 22. “The God of the spirits of all flesh.” A truly noble 
appellation of the Deity, which demonstrates the error of the oft- 
repeated statement that the conception of God in the Pentateuch 
is tribal. Like the famous phrase used by Abraham, ~ Judge of all 
the earth” (Genesis xviii, 25), it proves that at least some of the 
early Hebrews had nothing to learn about the universality of God, 
and that they believed that He Whom they worshipped was not the 
God of one people only, but the Creator of the whole world. 

Rashi understands the phrase as indicating that God knew the 
thoughts of every individual and could therefore distinguish 
between the innocent and the guilty, More probably the allusien 
is to the omnipotence of God, that He held within His power the 
issues of life and death. When "WS is used of human beings if 
refers to their mortal nature. What Moses meant was this: God 
could decide the fate of the whole Community and nobody had the 
power to resist His decree; but he appealed to Him to let His 
wrath fall on the one man who had led the rest astray. 

The student of Hebrew will note the vocalisation of BNF 
Gesenius-Kautzsch remarks: “The Massora intends the article ; 
read WN with patach” (p. 296m). This is an error. It would 
have been impossible for the Massora to have understood the words 
as anything but a question. The true explanation is this; the 
Massoretes distinguish between a genuine question and one which 
is rhetorical and is really an exclamation. In the former case they 
vocalise the prefix with a half vowel, but the latter they differentiate 
by using a full patach followed by a dagesh. ‘The following illustra- 
tions will demonstrate the correctness of this distinction: ~ Shall

It is quite certain, therefore, that 
the Massora deliberately pointed "NT with kametz because of the 
omission of the dagesh, not as the definite article but to signify a 
rhetorical question.

With their singing they discomfited the enemy, so that they 
did not need to fight. The name of that place was called 
the Valley of Blessing unto this day. (II Chron, xx., 19). 
Lastly, we have those delightful Psalms, headed with an inscription 
shewing them to have been written for the sons of Korah or to 
have been composed by them. These sons of Korah never seem 
to have been ashamed of their ancestor, though he was a rebel. By 
their own true service, they redeemed his name. And it is 
curious, that as descendants of the man who sought the high Priest- 
hood, they should have been content with much more lowly offices, 
They were keepers of the gates of the Temple and porters at its doors 
(I Chron. ix., 19, xxvi., 1,19). That gives us the moral of the story, 
aud the inwardness of our text taken from one of these Psalms 
of the sons of Korah. “I had rather be a door-keeper in the house 
of my God, than dwell in the tents of wickedness.”

Jews and Calendar Reform. 


Chief Rabbi States Case to League of Nation 


\From a Correspondent—GENEVA.| 
The Preparatory Committee of the League of Natious on 


Calendar Reform has heard the views of the Chief Rabbi of the 
British Empire and Rabbi Dr. Moses Hyamson. 


The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, speaking in the name 


of the Jewish Communities in all countries, declared that the Jews 


were only concerned with the question of calendar reform to safe- 
guard the seven-day week principle and the continuity of the 
Sabbath occurring on the seventh day of the week. 

The introduction of a calendar with blank days would render 
the Sabbath nomadic and would, therefore, result in very serious 
consequences to the Jews. 

The Chief Rabbi emphasised the sanetity of the seventh-day 
Sabbath as a fundamental institution in Judaism from tim 
immemorial, and he asserted that a nomadic Sabbath would destroy 
the entire Sabbath idea. It would increase the economic difficulties 
of Sabbath observance and would prove ruinous to Orthodox Jews, 
continuing to observe the Sabbath on the seventh day of the 
week. It would also compel Jewish Orthodox. pupils to attend the 
schools on the true Sabbath in countries where school attendance 
on the days when the schools are open is strictly enforced. 

The Jews hoped that the recommendation of the Special Com- 
mittee of Inquiry into Calendar Refoim, published in 1926, that it 
was not practicable to reform the calendar without an agreement 
among the high religious authorities, would be adhered to. The 
Chief Rabbi argued that the Catholic and Greek Orthodox Churches 
did not agree to a nomadic Sabbath, and he emphasised that there 
was no public demand for a calendar with blank days. 

In 1923 the Governments of Austria, Belgium, Denmark, 
Finland, Germany, Great Britain, India, New Zealand and Portugal 
declared their opposition to any interference with the continuity of 
the week, and some of those Governments even objected to anv 
calendar reform. Recently the Committees on Calendar Reform in 
France, Holland and Italy also rejected the blank day system. As 
for America, only a small group, though a very active one, was 
agitating there for a calendar with blank days. The recent inquiry 
in Great Britain on calendar reform only brought two hundred 
replies to the 4,000 copies of the questionnaire issued by the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry, and nearly all the replies opposed any change in 
the calendar, 

Rabbi Dr. Moses Hyamson presented to the Committee the views 
of the League for Safeguarding the Fixity of the Sabbath. He 
repudiated the suggestion that only a small number of Jews in 
America were opposed to a calendar with blank days. He claimed 
to speak against such a calendar in the name of all sections of 
American Jewry, Orthodox, Conservative and Reform, declaring that 
the leading “Liberal” Rabbi in America, Dr. Stephen Wise, was the 
Vice-President of the League for Safeguarding the Fixity of the 
Sabbath, and that the National Jewish organisations, the American 
Jewish Committee and the American Jewish Congress were also 
opposed to calendar reform with the institution of blank days. He 
also quoted examples of big American firms which instituted reform 
calendars without blank days. One of those firms was Sears. 
Roebuck and Company, and its 40,000 employees definitely opposed 
the blank day system. The resolutions in favour of calendar reform 
introduced into the American House of Representatives died in 
Committee. Dr. Hyamson also declared that the American Committee 
in favour of calendar reform did not voice the opinion of the 
United States Government and the American Congress. 

He emphasised that large numbers of American Senators and 
Congressmen were opposed to a calendar with blank days, and that 
prominent Christian leaders in America were likewise in opposition 


to it. He alsoasserted that there was no public demand for calendar 
reform in America. 


British Committee's Report. 
A number of reports have been received by the League of 
ons from various countries on the question of calendar reform. 
The report of the British Committee states that of the 601 
organisations sounded by it, only 193 sent replies. Sixty-three 
of these deprecated any change in the calendar, forty-eight organisa. 
tions stated that they were indifferent to the question, and only 
nineteen advocated a perpetual twelve months calendar. The reply 
of the British Committee also emphasises the opposition of the Jews 
to calendar reform and states that in the opinion of the London 
Chamber of Commerce there is no public demand in England for 
calendar reform. In general, the reply of the British Committee 


indicates that the public in Great Britain is indifferent to the 
question.

A “Stunt” Campaign. 


“THE BIGGEST SHOW ON EARTH.” ’

When it was announced that the 
campaign had met with success, a number of workers came inio 
campaign headquarters singing “ Bringing the Bacon (sic) Home” 
and We're Over the Top.” Thirty-five pretty girls replied to this 
glad announcement with appropriate tunes. 

When one of the men’s sections of the campaign had secured 
its (unds it announced its over-subscription by strutting into head. 
quarters dressed in black robes. “Eli-Eli” was sung, and an 
orchestra played popular bymns. Another division carried loaves of 
bread and books, signifying that they were working to aid “ body 
and soul.” Following them came a great procession. , 

\nother division of campaign workers arrived heralded by the 
siren of @ motor-cycle policeman. This procession depicted a 
funeral, and “Mr, Depression” and “ Mr. Defeat” were given a 
funeral! Carrying a coffin containing “ gloom, failure and 
despair,” the division carried two banners which read respectively - 
* Here lies a pessimist, son of defeat,’ and “ Obituary notice: Defeat 
will be buried here on Wednesday.” |

“A comvprebensive scheme of development,” said Dr. Shiels, 
‘is called for in the interests of both the Arab and the Jewish 
communities, and in fulfilment of the responsibilities which His 
Majesty's Government have for the general welfare of Palestine. In 
framing a which will meet these requirements, His 
Majesty's Government have made every effort to ascertain the views 
and to consult the interests of both parties. This has not been 
easy and it bas involved much expenditure of time, but it is hoped 
that. in the near future. it will be possible to announce the general 
outlines of the scheme. 

“As regards the method by which the policy of development 
should be carried out and the detailed programme of work to be 
undertaken. | should like to make it clear that His Majesty's 
Government have no intention of governing their procedure by any 
assumptions based on exieting estimates of facts and tigures. The 
whole problem will be carefully investigated on the spot by the 
Development Authority, whose recommendations will be framed in 
the light of the facts so ascertained. 

“I emphasise this point, since some of facts and conclusions 
contained in Sir John Hope Simpson's Report have, as the Commis- 
sion will be aware, been challenged in Jewish quarters. It will, 
however, be clear, from what I have just indicated, that the Develop- 
ment Authority will not start by assuming the correctness of any 
set of statistics in relation to,their problem, but will verify on the 
spot the facts necessary to be ascertained before proceeding to draw 
up or to execute any part of the scheme of development. 

* In conclusion, I should like to remark that it may be said that 
the difficulties of the political issue have, to some extent, tended to 
delay economic development. It may be said—on the other hand— 
that happier political conditions, if efforts to attain them are 
successful, as I hope they will be, should react favourably upon 
material progress. ‘he situation, however, does call for action in 
the economic field, and it is the intention of His Majesty's Govern. 
ment. while taking into due consideration political facts and require- 
ments, to concentrate upon the development scheme in the hope 
that thereby greater prosperity and a better understanding between 
the two races may gradually be established in Palestine.”

ENTHUSIASTIC RECEPTION AT DOVER. 


Procession Through East London. 


STRENGH AND FREEDOM IN MODERN PALESTINE. 


The Maccabi motor-cyclists who arrived in this country last Friday 
have vome-for the purpose of popularising the Jewish Olympic Games which, 
it is hoped, will be heid next year in Tel-Aviv, They have also come to appeal 
to Anglo-Jewry, in.common with Jewry elsewhere,to helpin the building of a 
Jewish Sports Stadium in Palestine. There are twelve motor-cyclist visitors 
in all, seven having journeyed on motor-cycles from Tel-Aviv, and five by car. 

When they arrived at Dover last Friday afternoon the visitors, looking 
bronzed and fit, received a weleome from the President of the Dover Hebrew 
Congregation, Mr. P. T. Hart, O.B.E.; Mr. Barnett Janner, B.A. (Chairman 
of the Bar Cochba Association, which is the affiliated branch in this country 
of the International Organisation of Maccabi); Mr. Lionel Schalit. (Hon. 
Secretary of Bar Cochba); Dr. Leleiwer (President of the World Union), who 
came over from Berlin for the occasion ; Dr. Friedenthal (Hon. Secretary of 
the World Union); Mr. B. Behrman (the Treasurer); Mr. N. Behrman 
(member of the Executive); Mr. L. Assoushkin (representing the Anglo- 
Palestine Club); Mr. M. Kourinsky (representing the Palestine Students’ 
Association); Mr. M. A. Lazarus (Treasurer and Secretary of the Dover 
Hebrew Congregation); the Rev. B. J. Salomons (of Ramsgate); and the 
Rev. D. A. J. Cardoza (of the Montefiore Synagogue, Ramsgate). 

Quite unexpectedly the motor-cyclists landed at the quayside from a 
seaplane, having to wait for the arrival of their colleagues by the boat from 
Calais. 

Mr. Hart,in greeting them, expressed the hope that the visit would play 
a potent part in cementing the feeling of friendship between this country and 
the Jews of Palestine. 

Large crowds lined the streets as the Palestine athletes made their way 
to the Town Hall, where they were introduced to the Mayor, Councillor T. R. 

Powell and to the members of the local Corporation by Mr. Hart. 

The Mayor in his speech, which was translated into Hebrew by Mr. M. 
Kourinsky, said it was his privilege on behalf of Dover and of the nation to 
offer them a cordial welcome to the gateway of England and to congratulate 
them on their sporting effort. He hoped that the object for which they had 
arrived would meet with success. He was sure that the aims of their 
Organisation would appeal to every British sportsman. 


Mr, Barnerr Janner, B.A., spoke of the pleasure which it gave the Bar 


Cochba Association to receive the visitors. Referring to next year's sports 
meeting in Tel-Aviv, Mr. Janner said it was expected that between 2,000 and 
4,000 people would travel to Palestine for the event in which the athletes 
competing would represent the World Maccabi Union whose membership 
was 100,000, Mr. Janner thanked the Mayor for having accorded them such 
a cordial welcome. 

The leader of the party, whose reply in Hebrew was translated into 
English, said the wonderful reception they had received had almost made 
them forget the troubles of their long journey, and encouraged. them to 
continue the long journey which they still had in front of them. 

The Mayor was then presented with an album containing views of Tel- 
Aviv, together with the following inscription :— 

“The first Jewish town in new Palestine presents its compliments to his 
Worship the Mayor of Dover through the motor-cyclists of the Maccabee Sports 


Association, who are leaving Tel-Aviv this morning on their round trip of 
Europe.” 


The machines on which the journey from the Holy Land was under- 
taken are British, and, together «ith the car, were decorated with the Jewish 
National colours of blue and white and the Union Jack. 

I was the first to interview the visitors upon landing (writes our repre- 
sentative, who travelled down to Dover to meet them) and from our con- 
versation I learned that it is the first visit which they have ever paid to 
this country, and they are looking forward to spending a very interesting 
time before going on to the Zionist Congress at Basle. 

The message which their leader gave me was that he hoped that the 
Jews of England would give them all the support they could and that as 
many as possible would make the journey for the big event in Tel-Aviv 
next year, | 

These athletes—the youngest is twenty-one and the oldest thirty-two— 
certainly give one the impression of being splendid specimens of the new 
Jewish sporting spirit in Palestine, and in conversation with me the members 
of the Dover Corporation were most enthusiastic in their admiration of 
them. 

After tea, votes of thanks were accorded, on the motion of Mr. Barnerr 
JANNER, to the Mayor, the members of the Council and to Mr. Hart for 
the arrangements which they had made in connection with the visit.

SIR JOHN CHANCELLOR DECLINES TO INTERVENE. 


Sir John Chancellor, the High Commissioner, has received Chief 
Rabbi Kook and the leader of the Agudat Yisrael, Rabbi Sonnenfeld, 
who pleaded that the Government should prohibit Jewish football 
matches on Saturdays, on the ground that they are offensive to the 
feelings of the Orthodox Jews.

The Tension of Palestine Life. 
THE DANGER ZONE OF JEWRY. 


‘From a Correspondent—JERUSALEM. | 


Palestine Jewry must at times find their iife tense and strained 
to a degree. Always observed, scrutinised, investigated, studied, 
exemplified, they must feel much like a vanguard of an army sent 
out to a post in the danger zone. If the Yishul is highly 
* noliticised,” it is because it feels the effect of every political move 
and change. White Papers and memoranda are here soon translated 
into action. An unfavourable political situation or a stoppage of 
Jewish immigration affects immediately the economic life of the 
country. 

There is no doubt that since the publication of the White Paper 
and particularly during the last months, the atmosphere of the 
country is nervous and, as far as it finds expression in Government 
acts. quite unfriendly. Building activities have décreased in con. 
sequence and few new enterprises are registered. 

Now there are symptoms of approaching unemployment. The 


labour exchanges report a growing number of.workless. Four: 


hundred, unemployed -afe registered in Tel-Aviv and there is a 
danger that the number may soon increase. Two-hundred and sixty 
are registered in Jerusalem. Over 500 workiess dre in Haifa. For 
a small Jewish community these tigures show an ominous tendency. 

The Government is doing nothing to provide employment or to 
encourage new enterprises. On the contrary; the number of Jews 
working, for example, at the Haifa Port, is constantly decreasing. 

Whereas in November of 1930 there were 299 Arab and 49 
Jewish workers (14.1 per cent.), in December only 32 Jews were 
employed against 300 Arabs. The Haifa Department of Public 
Works likewise employs only 42 Jews as against 200 Arabs.

The Congress Court will have to deal with a considerable number 
of serious cases which, although they represent an old procedure 
in the Zionist movement, will be arrested by the advent of 
Revisionism as a powerful party. Im South America, the general 
Zionists and the Labour Parties forcibly prevented Revisionists 
from taking part in the elections and the local Revisionist Organisation 
was compelled to open its own polling stations to allow Revisionists 
to cast their votes. The manner in which the elections have been 
conducted in England will also be brought before the Congress Court. 

However, all these abuses of the governing parties will 
neither influence nor determine our policy and. tactics: at the 
Congress, continued Mr. Grossman. There are signs that the 
Revisionist point of view is winning not only numerically, 
but spiritually. The Congress programme of the Ametiean 
Zionist Organisation is so near to the basic principles of 
Revisionism, that co-operation between Revisionism and American 
Zionism hecomes a practical possibility. There are alse signs 
that considerable sections of the Zionist movement are~turning 
towards the Revisionist viewpoint. We have, therefore, every 
reason to hope that, providing no party spirit is allowed 
to gain ascendancy, the coming Congress will succeed in 
giving a new turn to Zionist policy and method.

A LULL IN PALESTINE ACTIVITIES. 


Where is the Landless Arab ? 
(From our Parliamentary Correspondent.) 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Although there is a lull in the House in matters affecting Palestine: 
it must not be assumed that there is no activity behind the scenes. The 
Government now await the termination of the deliberations of the Permanent 
Mandates Commission at Geneva this week. and an important public declara- 
tion of policy is likely to be made immediately after Dr, Drummond Shiels 
returns to London. ; 

Much of the difficulty connected with land development can be traced 
to the contents of Sir John Hope Simpson's report, which almost ignores 
Jewish aspirations, and which has appreciably influenced the Colonial Office 
to adopt a new view of land development in Palestine. The official attitude 
appears to be that there is a huge number of dispossessed Arabs, who are 
landless as the result of Jewish incursions into Palestine ; but it is somewhat 
significant that so far no reliable evidence has been forthcoming to prove 
the existence of such landless Arabs. Indeed, the appointment of a Director 
of Development in the very near future will be but the first step to secure 
reliable information upon the matter. It is a simple matter to compile a 
lone list of landless Arabs, with distinctly nomadic habits, but it will be 
found impossible to prove that their landlessness is due to Jewish immigration, 


A Legal Assessor For Palestine. 


It. is connection that the forthcoming appointment of a legal 
x will prove to be of paramount importance. The assessor's duty 
will be to serutinise each claim by an alleged dispossessed Arab; and it 
is anticipated that, in the course of the assessor's investigations, many 
interesting economic facts will be revealed, which will reflect credit on the 
Zionist movement and the Jewish people. But the most striking fact at 
present is that it is taken for granted at the Colonial Office that a Develop- 
ment Scheme is necessary to protect landless Arabs, although there is no 
evidence meantime of their existence ! Verily, the ways of permanent officials 
are mysterious! And they do not like “ authoritative interpretations " 
of their White Papers which presumably rest on bureaucratic infallibility, 
Perliaps it is only fair to repeat what was recently said to me by a prominent 
politician. He asked me to keep in mind that if and when the Jews get a 
Government of their own in Palestine, they will have a similar difficulty 
with their permanent officials, My only reply was “if and when.” 
Colonel Wedgwood's Return. 


1 hear that Colonel Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., one of the most active 
Zionists in the House of Commons, and Chairman of the Palestine Parlia- 
montary group, is showing marked signs of improvement in health. Recently 
he has taken part in debate in the Chamber, and while he has not shown 
his former skill as a Parliamentarian, he is nevertheless quickly returning 
to normal health. His friends tell me that “Josh” has been reluctantly 
compelled to give up his Zionist work for a temporary period, and he has 
been entirely out of touch with events in Palestine. It is expected, however, 
that, after the long summer recess, Colonel Wedgwood will be able to renew 
his interest in Zionist affairs in Parliament and at Jewish gatherings, as 
he has been accustomed to do in the past.

Jewish National Fund and Income Tax. 


AN EXPLANATION. 


The Jewish National Fund, inits last week's BULLETIN. comments 
on the action in which the Keren Kayemet is involved with the 
Revenue Authorities. It states that a considable number of Zionist 
workers seem to have misunderstood the significance of the case and 
believe that the nature of the Fund may be changed in consequence 
of the action. It therefore, offers the following explanation : 

“The Keren Kayemeth Leisrael, Ltd., is a limited liability 
company registered in this country, and therefore subject to Englis! 
Law. Charity in English Law does not bear the same meaning a5 
in everyday parlance with its purely philanthropic connotation. 
Institutions recognised by law as Charities are bodies serving all 
general public purposes, ¢.g., Universities. It has always been 
maintained by the Keren Kayemeth Leisrael that it is a Charity in 
the technical sense which in no way affects its national character. 
Some years ago, an application was made by the Inland Revenue 
Officers for the payment of Income Tax in respect of certain British 
Consols, the property of the Fund, That application was resisted 
and the matter is being tested in. the Courts, as naturally thes 
matters must be decided in accordance with the Law. If the Law 
should show that technically the Keren Kayemeth Leisrael is not % 
Charity, then the Board of Directors must take steps to avoid the 
consequences of that decision in future. The purpose of this note 
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to allay the fears of our friends, to assure them that this is a 
»nical matter, having no politica! significance, that the Keren 
vemeth Leisrael will not change its character and, if necessary. 
os will be taken as indicated above. The Memorandum of 
ociation of the Keren Kayemeth Leisracl was drawn up and the 
pany registered in 1907, and up to now it has not been con. 
ved desirable or necessary to have that Memorandum altered.’

ield the reins. “It is our profound conviction,” a resolution adopted 
vy the Region reads, “thatthe realities of the Jewish situation in 
lalestine and the condition of the Z onist Organisation demand the 
continuance of Weizmann’s leadership. It is our hope that he will 
rcconsider bis decision and grant the Jewish people once more the 
privilege of enjoying his service.’ This resolution is supported by 
thé official organ of the New York Zionist Region which states that 
the resolution is the only one on the subject that is honest and 
unevasive, ”~ Either one asserts that Weizmann’s past is damnable 
and that he has no right to retain leadership, or one praises the 
past and urges him to continue, the organ declares. 

Many insist that Weizmann sbal!l remain, if not as President, 
‘hen atleast, as a member of the Presidium. 

The truth of the matter is that the Prwesidum as ruling power 
is not acceptable in the United States. In fact it is almost unknown. 
‘in connection with this point the ZIONIST raises an interesting

A Tale With a Tail.

HAVE lately been receiving a number 

of threatening letters. They are all of 

the same purport. They all talk of 

laying the matter, before the Council 
of the League of Nations, or the International 
Court of Justice at The Hague. Some even 
talk besides of turning an army of slugs 
loose on my aspidistra, which has 59) leaves, 
or did have on the last Monday morning as 
ever was. The truth of the matter is that 
there are some very influential members of 
the League who think it is time we had 
another story. And they are getting quite 
huffy about it. Well, to them I say: Stop 
huffing. For here is a story. 

THE LAMB THAT SAID BAA, 

There was once a lambthat said “ Baa.” 
There was nothing very remarkable about 
that; for, if the truth be known, most lambs, 
unless they are deaf and dumb, do say “Baa,” 
and Iam sure there are not many deaf and 
dumb lambs, or we should have heard about 
them long ago. But the question is: Why 

Baa’? Why not “ Boo” or 
Bee’? Why just Baa"? Even the Talmud 
does not answer that question, though there 
is quite a lot about lambs in the Talmud.

THE. RABBI WHO KNEW 
EVERYTHING. 

Now in this town there was a famous Rabbi 
who knew nearly everything. I am not quite 
sure whether he knew why a lamb says 
~ Baa.” But as we shall see, he knew quite a lot 
about the language of lambs. The prefect 
thought to himself that if he could make the 
Rabbi look foolish he would best annoy the 
Jews.
